For fa r too many years the trend of 
governm ent has been away from local con­ 
trol, and tw oard a centralised pow er in 
W ashington. 
For far too m any years po­ 
liticians have wilfully ignored the direct 
man dates of our constitution 
and 
have 
slowly but surely taken from the states 
their right of self-determination. 


T he T hurm ond movem ent is focusing 
attention to the fact th a t this nation has 
almost lost its original identity as a federa­ 
tion of sovereign states and has bec ome al­ 
most a huge 
federal 
bureaucracy, 
with 
powers of close control over the lives and 
acti\ ities of its citizens. 


W h e th e r one agrees with Thurm ond 
on his ideas of racial segregation or not, 
it must be adm itted that this is a problem 
to be worked out in each state, individual­ 
ly, within limits of the constitution.

powers t h a t should inure to the federal 
goevrnm ent and 
expessly 
reserved 
all 
other pow ers to the seperate states. 


O u r republican form of governm ent 
is created on the premise th a t the people 
would have control of their government, 
ra th e r than th a t the governm ent should 
control the people. 
But the tren d in recent 
years has been one of regim enation and 
control and of d e p a rtu re from the politi­ 
cal faith of our fathers.

climbed three per cent from July to 
an estimated $435,000,000 the Uni­ 
versity of Texas Bureau cf Business 
Research reported. 
In o:mporison with August 1947, 
retail sales jumped 14 per cent. 
Sales of durable goods stores step­ 
ped up eight per cent m August to 
a level 25 per cent above August 
1947. 
Motor vehicle dealers tallied 
an 18 per cent rise over Jdly, for 
the greatest increase among durable 
goods stores. 
Except for declines 
of f:ur and 14 per cent in hard­ 
ware and farm implement sales, all 
stores in the durable group report­ 
ed gains over July sales. 
All duable goods stores 
except 
hardware and jewelry showed Aug­ 
ust 1948 sales above a year earlier. 
Motor vehicle and farm implement 
dealer sales were up 33 perrent; and 
lumber and building material deal­ 
ers, 26 per cent. 
Nondurable goods st res turned 
in a four per cent dip from July 
sales, as most stores in this category 
reported decreases. 
Despite higher 
prices, August 1948 sales, were un­ 
changed from a year earlier. 
Sood store sales fell IO per cent 


from July, as all types rep rted Aug. 
ust sales from seven to nine per 
cent less than a month earlier. In 
the 12-month period, food store sales 
expanded three per cent. 
Apparel store soles lagged four 
per cent from July; resturants, five 
per cent; country general and drug 
stores, three per cent; and florists, 
tao per cent.
